A CONVERTED REPUBLICAN

Old Jonathan Norcross, one of
Atlanta’s first mayors, a man of
wealth, a patiye of New England,
a life-long Republican, and the
gubernatorial candidate of his
party in Georgia in 1872, has just
published a long article in which
he earnestly advocates the re-
moval of the negroes to Africa.
Mr. Norcross says that it is dan—
gerous for a superior race to have
many millions of an inferior race
among them. He is convinced
that the pegroes, after a genera-
tion of freedom, are not fit to
vote and bhold office, and he does
not regord them as safe, reliable
and useful citizens.

It is recommended by this sturdy
Republican that the Government
appropriate fifteen or twenty mil-
lions of dollars a year for a long
time to come, to aid the negroes in
migrating to Africa and establish-
ing them there. Unless this is
done, he fears that 1n the future
there will be serious trouble be-
tween the races,

Without discussing some of the
interesting points raised by this
proposition, it is of intercst to
note the fact that it comes from
an intelligent Northern Republi-
can who has studied the negro
question in the South for the past
forty years,

The article cannot fail to attract
attention in the North, and it will
probably be discussed in the lead-
ing newspapers of that section in
a very lively fashion.

THE PENSION BURDEN.

According to the latest figures,
the government has paid oaut
over four billions of dollars in
pensions since the close of the
war. Pensioners hardly ever die.
Seven veterans of the war of
1812 are still left, and there are
2,800 widows of such soldiers. In
fact, there are now fifteen wids
ows of revolutionary soldiers
drawiog pensions.

Tt is estimated that four billion
dollars more will be paid out be-
fore the country gets through
with the union veterans of the
late war. These figures are ap-
palling, and it is no wonder that
the masses feel this enormous
drain. It is especially hard on the
South, as the pensioners liye in
the North, and spend their
money there,

Year after year the pension
department grows more extrav-
agaot. It pays deserters, bounty
jumpers, and recently a man was
found drawing $100 a month,who
served only sixteen days in the
war, and broke his ankle by fall-
ing from a wagon. The aews-
papers should expose this in-
justice and extrayagance, until
the leading soldiers of the union
side will unite in Jdemanding a
reform,

DURRANT’S LEASE OF LIFE.

The Executlon Cannot Take FPlace Before

the Latter FPart of February Next.

San Francisco, November 12, —
In view of the fact that the Su-
preme Court which is now in ses-
sion at Sacramento will adjourn
on Tuesday next until the second
Monday in January, it is not con-
sidered probable that W. H. T.
Durrant, the condemned murderer
of Blanche Lamont and M nnie
Williams will expiate the crime
for which he was sentenced to be
banged in December, 1897 during
present year. In the ordinary
course of eyents the matter cannot
come up for hearing upon the
points in the order granting the
certificate of probable cause, to
which Darrant owes his second
lease of lise, until the middle of
January.

After the case has been de
cided, another thirty days at least
must intervene before the remit-
tur from the Supreme Court can
reach the trial court and the con-
demued man be resentenced for
the second time. This course
would not allow the execution to
take place before the latter part
of February or the first of March
next. 1t is possible that the At-
torney General may apply to the
Supreme Court to advance the
case, but this action is unlikely.
Meantime Darrant has been
removed from the condemned
cell and returned to his old cell,
No, 21, in Murderers' Row, at
San Quetin.

THE ALL COTTON FOLLY.

The New Orleans Picayuune
says that the present price of
cotton, the lowest with one ex-
ception in fifty years, suggests
some important considerations.
‘The most important of these
is the necessity that the Southern
farmers should raise their own
supplies,

The immense cotton crop of
1894 drove the priceto the lowest
point it has ever touched and it

ence taught the farmers a valu-
able lesson. The next year they
reduced their cotton acreage
largely and raised greater food
crops. The result was that cot-
ton brought nearly twice as much
in 1895as it brought in 1894,
Not only this but the farmers
had less to buy than ever before,
Thus they found a double profit
from the wise policy they adopted
in the spring of 1895. The Pica-
yune says:

**One would have imagined that
the Southern farmers, profiting
by experience, would have con-
tinued the policy of producing all
supplies at home and making
cotton as much a surplus crop as

prudence which is astonishing,

the old plan of putting as
much ground as possible in cot-
ton, with the result is that the
extra labor and expense wiil be
utterly lost, and the large yield
will bet smaller returns than
those of the past two years.

*The Picayune does not believe
that the proper policy for the
South to pursue is to systematically
limit the cotton production. Such
a policy would be manifestly to
the advantage of our competitors,
who would be able to thrive and
extend their cotton cultivation
under the stimulating effects of
the high prices our course would
produce. But a policy of grow-
ing all supplies at home, diversi-
fying crops, and makiag cotton as
much as possible a sarplus crop,
is a very different thing from a
mere restriction of acreage. The
idea is to make it possible to grow
cheap cotton at a profit. Thereby
forcing all competitors out of the
markei and retaining for the south
the confrol of the cotton market.

“Did the farmers make them-
selves self-sustaining by the pro-
duction at home of all supplies,
they would be less affected by
the fluctuations in whe cotlon
market, and would be better able
to hold their cotion when spins
ners seemed disposed to force
down prices by holding off, as
they are doing at present. As
long as the farmers are com-
pelled by their necesities to force
their cotton on the market, jast
so long will the control of prices
remain with the consumer, and
not with them, When, however,
they are in a position to. market
their product deliberately, aud to
hurry forward or withhold ship-
ments at their pleasure, they will
be able to command satisfactory
prices, A little holding back of
cotton at the present juncture
would have a very wholescme
edect on pricas, and it is pretty
safe to say that all who can will
hold, as past experience has
proven that when the reaction
comes from a decline, such as
has been experienced this season,
it is likely to be considerable and
prolonged.”

There is a volume of sound
sense in these few words.

It is indeed passing strange
that the <ontrast between their
experience in 1894 and that of
the next year did not have a last-
ing effect on the policy of our
farmers. If they had pursued the
same coumse in 1896 and 1897 as
they did two years ago the South
would now be better off by many
millions of dollars.

Let us hope that the plain les-
son of low cotton now once more
presented may have the effect of
making itrmore of a surplus crop
next year.
